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POLICY FOR LOCAL PROCUREMENT 


General 


(a) The purpose of this Appendix is to enunciate general 
policy and procedure for local purchase and hiring activities

Demands made on local inhabitants 
which differ from purchases in that prices are fixed usually 
by the buyer, and the owner has no option in the transaction# 

(e) Confiscation . The authorized seizure of property 
of a hostile nation for military use. Unauthorized seizure 

of property is punishable as looting.

4, Consolidation psychological warfare operations are employed 
to consolidate zho results of pre occupational Psywar operations
